There  never  was  an  old-time  garden  which  did  not  have  the  Peony  as  one  of  its  chief  attractions.  This 
queen  of  garden  flowers  never  fails  to  produce  a wealtli  of  blossoms,  nearly  all  of  which  are  fragrant,  and  in 
color  varying  from  deepest  crimson  to  pure  white.  It  rivals  the  rose  in  brilliancy  of  color  and  perfection  of 
bloom.  The  flowers  of  some  of  the  sorts  attain  gigantic  proportions,  often  measuring  7 to  8 inches  in  diameter, 
with  stems  2>£  to  3 feet  in  length  and  sufficiently  strong  to  support  the  blooms.  Peonies  should  be  planted  in 
masses,  with  their  colors  separate,  in  order  to  get  the  best  possible  effect,  but  they  lend  themselves  to  any  form 
of  gardening  and  grow  to  perfection  in  ordinary  garden  soil.
